[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The 1st clip attaching part (2) and the 2nd clip attaching part (3) (3') it becomes 
impossible that are detached and attached freely intervene and connect a base (4), 
respectively. The 1st clip attaching part (2) can engage with the neck (103) prepared in the 
lower part of the bung hole (102) of a PET bottle (101) by the shape of a ring with an opening 
(2a) freely by action of Kaisei and closing. The 2nd clip attaching part (3) and (3*) are PET 
bottle maintenance clips which carry out that the tip part (3a) (3a 1 ) made engagement free by 
action of Kaisei and closing to locked members, such as a belt of trousers, with the feature. 
[Claim 2] The PET bottle maintenance clip according to claim 1 characterized by having 
involved the 1st clip attaching part (2) described above in the neck (103) of the PET bottle 
(101) in the shape of [, such as a piece of Velcro (registered trademark) (male) (Metz) (5) 
(5a), ] a band, and enabling engagement of it. 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the maintenance tools used for carrying drink 

containers, such as a PET bottle. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Recent years come and those [ size's of the container which the 
drink container called a PET bottle defers at a home ] who drink while weight also walks 
around with a PET bottle by the small size of 500ml size on the about [ 500g ] outdoors other 
than the PET bottle large-sized and heavy in comparison put in 21 etc. are increasing. 
[0003] And the bung hole of the PET bottle of soft drink lightweight at such small size is sealed 
with the screw-type cap opening and closing of are possible, and subdividing into several times 
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and carrying around without using instruments, such as a cap opener, a user carries soft drink 
and can drink easily. 

[0004] Moreover, the drink container holding fixture indicated in a JP,2000-238783,A number 
although a lightweight PET bottle is carried outdoors by such small size is known. 
[0005] It is that such conventional technology is shown in drawing 4 from the holder member 
105 which inserted in the neck 103 prepared in the lower part of the bung hole 102 of PET 
bottle 101, and was connected with the removable ring portion material 104 made of rubber, 
and the string-like object 106 of the loop form stopped by these. A user is used for it by 
whether a string-like object 106 is hung on a user's head, clothes, etc. to carry PET bottle 101, 
acting as him. 
[0006] 

[Problem to be solved by the invention] however, [ make the body slouchy in the state where it 
hung in the head, the bag, etc. drinking soft drink, carrying outdoors the small and lightweight 
PET bottle in the conventional technology described above, and walking around with it, or ] 
The technical problem that will move to right and left, or will interfere with movement with [ of a 
PET bottle ] ** when beginning to run to both hands suddenly with baggage, or it will hit other 
things occurs. 

[0007] Moreover, a technical problem is in handling because a string-like object [ being 
attached to a PET bottle placing and keeping a PET bottle on a field, a rack, etc. of a table ] 
becomes entangled with neighboring goods. ' [0008] 

[Means for solving problem] It is that to which it intervenes and the base 4 was made to be 
made as for an insert lump and release of goods to two each of the 1st clip attaching part 2 
and 2nd clip attaching part 3.3' as drawing 1 drawing 2 showed in order that this invention 
might solve the technical problem which is described above. The 1st clip attaching part 2 
inserts the opening 2a of resin fabrication of elasticity in the neck 103 of the portion into which 
PET bottle 101 was narrow, and fixes it for elasticity. And drawing 2 is the clip object which can 
close the tip part 3a of the movable piece 3b with Kaisei by pressing to the movable piece 3b 
in 2nd clip attaching part 3.3\ and drawing 3 [ this 2nd clip attaching part 3' ] It enables it to 
carry PET bottle 101 by inserting into the belt of a user's trousers etc., and crowding and fixing 
to it. 
[0009] 

[Mode for carrying out the invention] As drawing 1 and drawing 2 show for explaining this 
invention in more detail based on illustration below the opening 2a of synthetic resin fabrication 
is divided for elasticity, one copy of the perimeter is divided by the shape of a ring, and the 1st 
clip attaching part 2 to which it inserts and appears in the neck 103 of the shape of a cylinder 
in which PET bottle 101 was narrow, and this opening 2a is made as for maintenance is 
formed. 
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[0010] And the 1st clip attaching part 2 in which a plug is free intervenes and connects the 2nd 
one more clip attaching part 3, and 3' and a base 4 with the neck 103 of aforementioned PET 
bottle 101. 

[0011] Thus, the 1st clip attaching part 2 is connected with the 2nd clip attaching part 3, and, 
as for each clip object, Kaisei and closing make attachment and detachment possible free at 
goods. 

[0012] Namely, the 1st clip attaching part 2 inserts Opening 2a in the neck 103 of PET bottle 
101, and is fixable to a user carrying PET bottle 101. By pressing in the direction of an arrow, 
the tip part 3a of the movable piece 3b will use a rocking lever shaft 3b as a fulcrum, and will 
carry out Kaisei to the movable piece 3b of drawing 2 , and the tip part 3a closes the 2nd one 
clip attaching part 3 which will otherwise accept it by the tension of Spring 3c to the belt of a 
user's trousers, and it is fixed to a belt. In drawing 3 , 2nd clip attaching part 3' is inserted in 
belts, such as a user's trousers, as it is. 

[0013] Thus, it is fixed to the side of a user's waist, and only PET bottle 101 can insert in the 
1st clip attaching part 2, and it can fix, or PET bottle 101 can be removed conversely and can 
drink the soft drink of PET bottle 101. 

[0014] next - others - an example -- ****** -- the -- one -- a clip -- an attaching part - two - a 
ring __ ** .. an opening - two -- a - instead of - drawing 3 -- being shown - as -- the - two - a 
clip - an attaching part - 3.3 -- ' - connecting - a base -- four -- ' - a side -- respectively - a 
piece of Velcro (male) (Metz) 5.5a - sticking -- It is the composition which can be twisted and 
fixed to the neck 103 of PET bottle 101 on these pieces of Velcro. 
[0015] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since this invention carries out a composition operation as above- 
mentioned, it does so the effect which was excellent in the next. Although a PET bottle is 
carried and used, a user [ familiar kana places, such as a belt of its own trousers, ] The 1st one 
clip attaching part which will otherwise accept it in the state where inserted the 2nd clip 
attaching part immediately and it fixed can be provided with the PET bottle maintenance clip 
which can hold a PET bottle in the regular position freely and which is easy to use. 
[0016] Moreover, the 1st clip attaching part can provide a motion of the body with the PET 
bottle maintenance clip which does not become obstructive, even if a user moves about just as 
he likes by being stuck by a user's waist in the state where it was inserted in the slot of the 
neck of the narrow portion near the bung hole of a PET bottle. 
[0017] Moreover, the opening of the 1st clip attaching part can offer the PET bottle 
maintenance clip which inserts the neck of a PET bottle in an opening easily by groping by it 
being in the always same direction also in a dimly lighted place and whose fixation is possible. 
[0018] next, as other examples, as drawing 2 shows, the shape of a band, such as a piece of 
Velcro, is involved in the neck of a PET bottle, and the circumference of the head of a PET 
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bottle is thick - being thin - the PET bottle maintenance clip which can be bound tight firmly 
independently can be offered. 

[0019] thus, not only in the fixation part of the circumference of the body of the user whom the 
locked member which fixes a PET bottle fixes to not only the belt of trousers but a second bag, 
the waist back, etc. on both sides of the 2nd clip attaching part by each two clip object 
coordinating and being fixed The PET bottle maintenance clip which can fix the 2nd clip 
attaching part to **** of openings, such as a pocket of the backseat of a car, widely can be 
offered.
